Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding the rejection of claims 15-22 and 32-37 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a), Applicant argues that Moody does not teach or suggest "identifying a plurality of conversations" (Remarks, 6-7). 
Applicant argument appears to rely on the proposition that Moody only returns "a list of relevant messages of a single thread" (Remarks, 6). 
However, Moody disclsoes returning "each message that includes the search terms'" (H57) and also returning messages related to the 
messages containing the search terms (i.e., other messages in the same thread as the message contining the search term) (H57). 
Therefore, the system may return multiple messages that contain the search terms, and also return a thread associated with EACH 
message, resulting in the return of multiple conversations (threads) in response to a search request. Therefore, Applicant's arguments are 
not persuasive, and the rejection is maintained. 
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
